Record glass 
exports 


A record -.of more than 
£124% million worth of 
glass was exported during 
1960 by a group of 
British glass manufac- 
turcrs. This was achieved 
despite intense com- 
petition, and the dolfar 
countrics accounted _ for 
more than one-third of 
the total. 

The gain over the previous 
year was slight but the upward 
trend was maintained, and the 
total of the group’s export trade 
is now more than double that 
of cight years ago, and nine 
times the level of 16 years ago. 

Last year was the first year

“We should not suppose that 
the problem of disarmament is 
limited to the great powers or to 
the Western Hemisphere,” Mr 
Rusk said in an address at the 
University of Callfornin, 

“The burden of arms can fail 
upon all nations, Iorge and 
Small, but while the So-called 
great powers are exploring the 
possibilities of major arms 
reductions, other nations may 
find that they, too can review 
their situation and make a use- 
ful contribution.” — He recalled 
that President Kennedy had 
endorsed the suggestion of 
Latin-American lead¢rs that 
“the time has come to take 
the first steps towards sensible 
limitations of arms,”

“There may be other nations,” 
he said, “at some distance from 
Ihe great centres of military 
power, who nuy nd it to their 
advantage to undertake agree- 
ments among themselves to 
limit their anns to internal 
security purposes. 

“Such agreements,” Mr Rusk 
said, “would help to prevent a 
diversion of resources sorely 
necded for economic and social 
devalopment and would, in ad- 
dition, make it itss Mkely that 
they would be drawn Into the 


larger arms race which we are 
trying to end.”

4,000 watches—from  Swilzer- 
land to Dover, 

The couple, who’ both “Hive 
near Zurich, were arrested when 
they arrived more than eo 
month ago jn a cor that was 
stuffed with smugglers’ wares, 


ALSO FINED £5,000 


Frieden — just a cog in the 
smuggling ring—was also fined 
£5,000, with a further year's 
jail in default. 

The car belonged io Mrs 
Zbinden’s - | husband, {t was 
sald at Kent Assizes. But she 
knew nothing about the watches 
in It, and the jury feund her 
net guilty of 
smuggling. 

Mr Justice Glyn-Jones. told 
the jury it was common for a 
woman to be put in a smug 
gier's car to give it an appear- 
ance of respectability. 

But, he went on: “We have 
always got to guard against the 
wicked man putting an Innocent 
wife into the car oas a 
cover. The less he tells her 
and the less she knows, the bet- 
ter the appearance she can 
create. 

“I have felt from the 
beginning of this case that here 
we have probably got a simple 
person, occupied with household 
cuties at home, whose husband 
was taking advantage of her 
innocence te make use of her 
aso cover,” 

‘Frieden, the judge was told, 
knew the watches were hidden 
in the internal parts of the car, 
but he did net see them 
put in and was “absolutely 
astonished? at thelr value.

However, to turn to the 
awards and (he successful com- 
petitors, When it became known 
i-was going to write something 
on these lines, it was thouzht 
that it might be advantageous if 
I said something about not only 
the winning films, but the kind 
ef competition they were up 
against, 


To do this with any clarity, 
I should have lo use certain 
Matter for reference, and while 
not giving sway anything that 
happened in the sceret sessions, 
give some indication of how 
final results were achieved. 
This has taken a day or iwo, 
thus this article coming along 
at the tall of the series. 


LUCK? 


First of all, the Non-Dramatic 
winner, “This Is Hongkong.” 
Now, people who think there is 
something in the fuck of the 
draw might be interested to 
know that “This Is Hongkong” 
was screened during the first 
three hours of the Jury film 
session. The fact that {ft pre- 
ceded many fine documentaries 
shows that it. was strong 
enough to maintain the marks 
the Jurors originally bestowed 
upon it. 


The maximum number of 
marks a film can obtain is ten. 
“This Is Hongkong” obtained 8.1 
and was hotly pursued by the 
Japenese film, “Life of the 
Hunting Wasp,” which  cbtain- 
ed 81 for photography and 7 
for planning. ° 


But this Is how the marking 
works. The first -mark_ given 
{s for Artistic Merit. “This Is 
Hongkong" was in front, and 
being selected the finest Non- 
Dramatic Film of the Year, 
forfelted prizes in other sec- 
tions, Actually, “This Is Hong- 
kong” was top in both planning 
and artistic sections of the Non- 
Dramatic section, and equal 
with Japan in photography. But 
in taking the highest award, it 
left the other two sectlons open 
to competition. 


TOO LONG 


In point of fact, just behind 
Hongkong came Japan with a 
fine film pn deep-sea fishing. 
Tho film was detailed, a trifie 
long — and lost to Hongkong 
on that last point, I imagine. 
The documentary has no time to 
linger on the way, The Japanese 
documentary sometimes secms 
to fear the polnt is not made, 
and gocs over it again. A fatal 
mistake, Even so, the Japanese 
film came in with 7.8 marks, 
«3 only behind Hongkong. 


So places 2, 3, 4, and 5 were, 
occupicd by Japon, all scoring 
lin-tho-74. rating, but the fifth 
place Was shared ‘with the 
Matayan Film Unit which 
totalled 7.8 yanrks with a film 
of the Batu Caves.

This meant that I had to de- 
mand a recount, and at three 
o'clock In the morning this was 
not a very popular suggestion. 
However, the machines refused 
to vary from its first fAgures, 
and Hongkong was a winner in 
a very close field. 


Now for the Dramatic Film 
Section. I have sald that Japan 
entered very strong films this” 
yeor, and & have permission to 
say that they were strong in the 
following sense. Japan came 
tep with “Nocturne of a 
Woman” with 83 marks, But 
even had that film failed, they 
would have taken the Festival 
with “Late Autumn” which 
earned 8.1 marks, 

Shaw Bros came along with 
“Les Bellies” with 7.92, and then 
Korea with "Song Chun Hyang” 
with 7.9. . 


But with “Nocturne” out of 
the way, Hongkong 
heavily with the subsection 
marks. Hest actress showed 
Lin Dai well in front with 87 
marks against Setsuko Hara 
with 8.3. I know they are only 
decimal fractions, but in this 
inst Festival, .5 is a compara- 
tively huge margin, 


EXCITING 


Why did the Jurors reckon 
Lin Dai so well in, front. I 
think it was because of the con- 
trasting rotes she piayed in tho 
one film. As a modern pert 
young lady, she was good—cven 
exciting and excellently poised. 

But Lin Dat switching to a 
beautifully interpolation of 1 
traditional Chinese theatre scene 
was what tipped the scales. Orie 
could hear the very tension in 
the viewing room as-the screen 
filckerect to the Great Wali 
scene, J think it was the con- 
trasting roles she adopted which’ 
gave her the opportunity of re- 


vealing so many facets of her’ 


histrionic ability that gave her 
so #Cnerous a lead. . 

Tho truth of . the matter Is 
that Japan, with “Nocturne -of 
no Woman,” ant Hongkong with 
“Les Belles," took everything

So at the moment, the Film 
Festival’ in Asla has resolved 
Into n tussle between.
